On Satrrday laſt paſled through 
Chefter, for London , two Gentlemen, 
who lately made their eſcape trom 


Dublin ; by whom, amorg other Re- 
lations, we have it confirmed , that 
Three Regiments of French marched 
into Dublin; upon, whole arrival , 


King F AMES ordercd Coll. Dar- 


rington, and Coll. Fitz-Fames, to march 


their Regiments towards Droghedagh, 
 andgto deliver their Poſts to the French; 


which ſoalarm'd the Chief of the Iriſh, 
that after a ſhort Conſultation amongſt 


the Principal of their Officers, it was 


agreed , That Darrington, accompa- - 


mied wirk {ome others, ſhould wait 


by this His Majeſty's Orders, it was 
intended the Frexch ſhould have the 
Guard of his Perſon: Which, after 
ſome {mall time of Cabinet-Conſultation, 
The KING declared it to be His 
Pleaſnre.: Which Words fo ſurprized 


and incenſed Darrington and his 


Party, that immediately himſelf, Col- 
lonel Baker, and abont Twelve other 
Chief Officers went to the KING,and 
delivered up their Commiſſions; telling 
him withal, that many more refo]- 
ved to do the hke.
